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1. Mr. Don Surine, Assistant to Sen. McCarthy, asked me 
today how the Saturday Evening Post could get material about CIA 
which the Congress couldn't get. I told him that they didn't get material 
from us but had merely been digging around. Mr. Surine said the 
question as to whether Harkness had been able to get anything from 
CIA was a question which the Senator's committee hoped to have the 
privilege of asking some of our senior officials under oath in the 
near future.
